DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the remarks received on April 14, 20 1 1 . 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
examination of the art of record, it has been decide that the art considered as a whole, alone or in 
combination, neither anticipated nor renders obvious the claimed surgical device comprising; a 
staple housing; a central rear endcap sleeve radially spaced inward of an inner surface of the 
staple housing; and an outer housing sleeve having at least one opening and a lip extending 
radially inward, such that the outer housing sleeve slidably receives a staple cartridge and a 
staple pusher carriage element that actuates a staple pusher for the purpose of minimizing 
damage of an orifice/passage through which the surgical device travels. 

Prior art, such as Grant et al., disclose a staple housing and rear endcap sleeve as claimed, 
but does not disclose an outer housing sleeve; thereby permitting movement of the staple housing 
relative to an anvil and staple pusher upon actuation of a driver. Thus, it is Examiner's opinion 
that it would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to combine or modify the prior art in order to arrive at Applicant's invention as 
claimed.
